FOOLING AUSTRIA, TOO. 

It begins to look’ as if Grose Go- 
THIEN, the German Progressive leader, 
knew what he was talking about when 
he said, over a week ago, that Ger- 
“many’s allies were not inclined to 

“continue the war for Pan German 
plans of conquest, but were striving 
“ fdr peace by understanding and con- 
“ciliation, while the Pan German 
“clamor for annexations was finding 
“a bad reception among them.” This 
utterance of his followed hard on 
Count CZERNIN’s Budapest speech, in 
Which the Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister broke completely with the 
Michaelis policy of vague and indefi- 
nite’ phrases about peace. The 
Deutsche Tageszeitung now charges, 
without meeting a denial, that CzERNIN 
has broken with Micua®tis in more 
than methods; that he urged Mi- 
CHAELIS to adopt his own policy of of- 
fering peace terms, and that when 
MICHAKLIs returned a vague reply 
CZERNIN announced that he- would no 
longer negotiate with him. : 

Of course this may all be for effect 
on enemy opinion, for the purpose of 
inducing the enemy to hear with more 
kindness what Austria has to say. 
CZERNIN’S OWN peace. offers are gcaroe- 
ly disguised hoaxes, and have no merit 
except that they are definite in form. 
But all we have heard from Austria 
tends to confirm the opinion that she 
is urgently in need of peace, that she 
has given up all idea of conquest, and 

that she is growing impatient with 
Germany because that country does 
not go with her in this. Germany, 
through her spokesmen, puts forward 
empty phrases that can be taken to 
mean an acquiescence in Austria's 
views, and can also be taken to mean 
just the opposite. Austria knows that 
Germany has adopted this kind of pro- 
cedure when it is the hoodwinking of 
the Allies that she has in mind, and 
naturally assumes that it is now in- 
tended to hoodwink Austria. “It

EMIGRATION * THE WAR. 

It was known nearly. a year ago 
that many immigrants here were 
buying tickets for return passage to 
their old homes in Europe after. 
the war. Immigration Commissioner 
Howe, in last Sunday’s Tuns, spoke 
of an inquiry made by steamship and 
railroad companies, which shows 
that at least 1,000,000 persons are 
planning to go back. He thinks that 
2,000,008 will go in the first year of 
peace if ships to carry them can be: 
found. Some long to see relatives 
and friends from whom they have had 
no messages. Others will seek fam- 
ily property to which ‘they may now 
be entitled. Some expect that land 
in Europe will be cheap, owing to the 
zan of large estates, or that 
thers will be a demand for their 
labor, with high wages. 

Undoubtedly we shall 106. at least 
for a time, many immigrants in the 
first year or two after the end of the 
war. and there may be only a few 
newcomers to take their places. But 
the. loss may be merely temporary. 
Conditions in the countries now bel-

There may be available land. but it 
should be borne in mind that the plans 
for attracting farmérs relate, so far, 
mainly to the British colonies and are 
for the benefit of discharged soldiers, 
rather than for emigrants returning 
from America. Those who expect to 
profit by high wages will probably be 
disappointed. Workmen will be re- 
quired for rebuilding, but exhausted 
and possibly bankrupt nations will not 
be able to pay high wages. Those’ 
who return will find living conditions 
much less favorable there than in this 
country. This will lead many to seek 
America again. England and France 
expect that men from their armies 
will desire to come to this country. 
Probably they will be restrained by 
legislation and diverted’ to colonies by 
farms offered at merely nominal 
prices. 

If 1,000,000 or 2,000,000 who have 
settled here cross the ocean, we may 
see three-quarters of them returning 
within a short time. Their departure 
from the United States, however, will 
reduce our supply of labor, and the 
effect of it must not be overlooked by 
legislators, both State and Federal. 
A year ago it was estimated that 
there was a farm labor shortage of 
2,000,000 men, owing chiefly to the 
attractions of munition factories and 
lack of immigration. But planting 
was not prevented, and the crops 
have been harvested. After the dec- 
laration of peace a great number will 
be released from the munition work, 
and our soldiers will resume their old 
occupations. Agriculture and other 
industries may not suffer then on ac- 
count of the emigration which nas 
been planned. 

EDWARD A. DITHMAR. 

As dramatic critic, as London cor- 
respondent, as editor of THE 
of Books, and as editorial writer, En- 
waRD A. DiTHMaR, who died last 
night, served THE NEw YoRK TIMES 
for forty years faithfully and with 
a degree of ability that won for him 
the respect ‘of his co-workers and 
the confidence of the public. Writing 
well and with authority upon a wide 
range of subjects, Mr. DITHMAR was 
an arbiter and guide to sound opi 
in things that make for the rut 
and the joy of life. New York\ was 
dear to him, for he was an old New 
Yorker, and his interest was vital in 
all works and efforts for its better- 
ment and for the welfare and happi- 
ness of its people; and he was an un- 
tiring defender of the city, of its 
parks, its streets, its monuments, and 
all public possessions against en- 
croachment and misusage. 9 

The work of Mr. Ditmas in dra- 
matic criticlsm—years have passed 
since he left that field—was fine lit- 
erature, veritable belles-lettres. His 
knowledge of the stage and his mem- 
ory of its great figures and traditions 
were wonderful, and he-had a sense of 
values in the actor's art that was un- 
failingly just and true. It was a de- 
light to his soul when a worthy play 
was presented by actors who could 
‘fecl and express the poetry of the 
author; yet for so fine a nature he 
was singularly little disturbed by mere 
badness in play or players. He sim- 
ply passed the matter by as not worth 
getting wrought up about, so escap- 
ing the common fault of wasting de- 
nunciation on ignoble objects. 

In the effort to arouse the American 
people to the need of military prepara- 
tion he worked with unflagging zeal. 
To Congress in its slow beginnings of 
legislation to that end, to every worker 
and exhorter in that field, he gave 
whole-hearted encouragementand help, 
and diligent study had given him full 
and exact knowledge of what measures 
of preparation were essential to our 
safety. His thought and his pen 
turned to that subject in the hour of 


any public cause where action could 
be reachéd only through the awakened 
interest of the people. 

Mr. DiTHMak had in a high degree 
the priceless quality of sound judg- 
ment. In the routine of the office it 
fell to him now and then to have 
charge of the editorlal page, and we 
can recall no occasion when this news- 
paper has had cause to regret any 
oversight or indiscretion of his com- 
mitting. But he had so many of the 
qualities and competencies of his call- 
ing, a fine and admirable style of writ- 
ing, a knowledge of what is best in 
English literature, a philosophy of life 
in which humor had its place, the 
habit of observation, a breadth of in- 
terests that passed nothing by in 
which pleasure or profit of the mind 
was to be found, that embarrassment 
arises in the choice for mention. Those 
who have worked at his side through 
the many years feel that a very dear 
friend has left them, an admired and 
much respected craftsman he was, but 
as well, most of all, a companion they 
esteemed and loved.

In consistency, and therefore presum- 
ably, she would have a like equality of 
scorn for two fighting men, one of whom 
had attacked her in a lonely field and 
the other had risked death to save her 
life or honor.

When one remembers how supremely 


important to the welfare and to the very 


existence of Germany is the prompt and 
wise meeting of the present crisis in the 
empire’s affairs, this cool admission that 
everything depends on the presence in 
the capital of one man gives a new 
realization of the risks incidental to 
autocratic rule, and a new inclination to 
wonder why the German people, who do 
not lack several of the various sorts of 
intelligence, are still content to let their’ 
fate rest on a foundation so insecure. 
One also remembers, however, that there 
are telephones in Europe, and that, 
though tre service there is everywhere | 
pretty bad, from the American point of 
view, it does work, especially for fa- 
vored patrons like the Kaiser. As the 
distance between Berlin and Sofia is far 
less than thatcovered thousands of times 
every day by our own long distance,“ 
and as the wires linking the two cities 
are now, so far as known, available for 
use, the fact that no resort was made to 
them in this case gives some ground for 
suspecting that the Kaiser’s inability to 
speak the decisive word so much needed 
may have been after the order of those 
ilinesses so often suffered by. diplomats 
who want to gain time for the ripening 
of one of their little plots or schemes.
